Darcy Gang Member To Be Released

Chief Bitter 


Over Release 


Police Chief Edward Wunsch 
of Lower Southampton Township 
said this morning he is bitterly 
against the release of Felix John 
Capone from prison. 


He said he feels the same to­ 
day as he felt 17 years ago that 
members of the famous David 
Darcy Gang should not be re­ 
leased from 
prison. 
Capone’s 
release was signed this week by 
Gov. William W. Scranton. 


“ Everything is being done for 
the criminal and nothing for so­ 
ciety,” he said. 


He feels the commutation of 
Capone’s sentence will pave the 
way for the other three mem­ 
bers of the gamg to gain re­ 
lease eventually. 


The chief still carries with 
him a reminder of the fatal 
night of Dec. 23, 1947, in which 
two men ultimately died of gun 
wounds. 


He still bears in his body one 
of two bullets fired at him dur­ 
ing the Feasterville Inn holdup 
and murder. 
Wunsch was contacted today 
at Beach Haven, N.J., where he 
is vacationing.

Felix John Capone, 33, sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment for 
his part in the 1947 Feasterville 
Inn holdup and murder, will be 
released from prison next week. 


He will be the first member of 
the four - man David Darcy 
Gang to be returned to society 
after 17 years of confinement 


in the Eastern State Correctional 
Institution. 


Capone did not receive a par­ 
don but a commutation of sen­ 
tence from life imprisonment to 
life on parole. 


Signs Release 


Gov. William Scranton signed 
the release this week on the un­ 
animous recommendation of the 
Pennsylvania Pardons B o a r d 


which heard Capone’s plea for 
freedom last December. 


The other three members of 
the gang 
were 
sentenced 
to 
death in 1948 but their sentences 
were commuted to life in 1956 
by Gov. George Leader, follow­ 
ing one of the longest and mo>t 
expensive court fights in Bucks 
County history. 


Capone of Philadelphia was 16 


at the time of the crime. He act­ 
ed as lookout in a car outside 
the Feasterville Inn while the 
other three members of the gang 
held up the Inn. They shot and 
killed William Kelly, 
38, 
two 
days before Christmas. 


Board's Reasons 


The 
pardons board 
recom­ 
mended the commutation be­ 
cause of Capone’s age at the 


time of the crime and his com­ 
plete rehabilitation while in pri­ 
son. 


Also included in the report to 
the governor was the length of 
time Capone served, outstand­ 
ing work as a printer and his 
positive attitude in addition to 
furthering his education while 
jailed.

‘Stormy Marathon’

Last night’s meeting of the 
Bristol Township School Board 
was a stormy marathon. It start- 
cd after 9 p.m. and lasted un4ii 
1:30 a.m. today when th? weary 
directors recessed until Monday 
night. 


Over 200 irate parents, three- 
quarters of them mothers, were 
on hand. Many demanded their 
children be bused to private and 
parochial schools. Others want 
their public school children to 
continue to be bused over so­ 


called “ hazardous” or “ danger, 
ous” routes. 


Early 
in 
the 
meeting, 
the 
board heard a fervent plea from 
a Levittown woman whose IVr 
year-old daughter was killed two 
years ago along a “ hazardous” 
route in New Jersey. 


Claire Lewis, with tears in her 
eyes, pleaded to the board not to 
eliminate the hazardous areas. 
“ Give the children buses,” she 
pleaded. “ Two years to this day 
I lost a daughter.” 


She later explained that her

The board’s action now means 
that children attending Bishop 
Egan and Bishop Conwell High 
Schools, St. Michael’s elemen­ 
tary school on the Levittown 
Parkway and St. Mark's and St. 
Ann’s in Bristol Borough will 
be transported directly to their 
schools.

The Air Force said repairs to 
the fire-damaged cable would 
bo completed in a matter of 
hours.

“ Compatability checks” were 
being made between the 18-foot 
space capsule and the 90-foot 
Titan rocket it perches upon.
